"CUMMINGS reference teaches a static source of information stored in the device 130 
that translates information about the adapter 1 10 to the computer system 150, however 
nowhere does CUMMINGS disclose or suggest that this information can be changed 
based on changes in the output of the adapter, moreover, it appears that CUMMINGS 
does not disclose or suggest that the computer system 150 is capable of a dynamic use 
of the information provided by the information stored on the storage device 130." 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

CUMMINGS teaches alternatively, converter information storage device 130 can 
be a memory within another circuit such as a microcontroller, embedded processor, or 
application specific integrated controller (col. 5, lines 10-25). Implying that the stored 
information in device 130 can be manipulated by other circuitry to provide dynamic 
control of the output current based on the stored characteristics of the device (col.5, 
lines 52- plus).
